She compared the former presiden t’s 
campaign to Nixon ’s an d chided the 
American people tor n ot feelin g an y 
con cern over Nixon ’s un availability 
durin g the recen t election campaign . 
She believes American s have placed 
themselves in a 
bad position 
of 
ign oran ce because 
they 
failed 
to 
deman d Nixon ’s appearan ce durin g 
the election to give his views an d plan s 
for the comin g four years. 
In a year of travelin g all over the 
coun try,.she gain ed an awaren ess that 
we are n ot takin g care of it, Miss 
Mackin said. She urged people to care 
more — n ot about their own cozy en ­ 
viron men t, but the en tire coun try, 
their n eighbors’ an d the disappearin g 


hills an d coun tryside. 
She called the Watergate Affair “an 
un healthy developmen t.” “This type 
approach in politics is n ot the kin d of 
thin g to have in our coun try,” she said, 
n otin g it was a threat to our electoral 
process an action more typical of other 
forms of govern men ts. 
In her travels an d over this past 
year, Miss Mackin n oted that she is 
sudden ly aware that “in our time we 
could 
really, 
literally, 
destroy 
somethin g” as she observed thin gs 
which could threaten our coun try’s 
n atural beauty or our way of life. 
Her other observan ces covered her 
thoughts of the women in Washin gton 
an d 
their 
part 
in 
politics, 
her 
kn owledge of Kissin ger “a basically 
serious man who spen ds most of his 
tim e w orkin g,” first am en dm en t 
protection for television which she 
feels it should have, but n ot loss of this 
protection for n ewspapers by am ­ 
bitious people pushin g to test those or 
other privileges “sin ce rights an d our 
con stitution are such delicate thin gs 
an d a lot easier to destroy than 
create.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The issue 
whether former Gov. James Rhodes 
can run again was in the han ds of the 
Ohio Supreme Court today. 
Named in the man damus action was 
Secretary of State Ted W. Brown . 
Rhodes filed suit Wedn esday to force 
Brown to put his n ame on the May, 
1974, primary ballot. The action was 
lodged min utes after Brown ’s rejec­ 
tion of Rhode?’ can didacy petition s. 
“Jim, I can ’t accept your petition s 
because of Article 3, Section 2 of the 
Ohio con stitution ,” Brown said. 
Rhodes turn ed on his heels, said: 
“Than k you, Teddy” an d walked out. 
He took his petition s, bearin g 2,948 
n ames from 72 coun ties—an d a $50 
filin g fee—with him.

decision on the fuzzy restriction ap­ 
proved by voters May 2, 1954. 
It reads: 
“No person shall hold the office of 
govern or for a period of lon ger than 
two successive terms of four years.” 
Sin ce Rhodes is the first govern or to 
hold two four-year term s, the amen d­ 
men t will be gettin g its first test. 
The amen dmen t’s main spon sor, 
former Sen . Ross Pepple of Lima, said 
it was n ot mean t to restrict a former 
govern or from run n in g again after 
sittin g out a term, but others aroun d at 
the time disagree. 
Lt. Gov. John Brown an d others have 
said 
the 
in ten tion 
was 
to 
limit 
govern ors—as 
the 
Presiden t 
is 
limited—to two terms. 
The courts have held in the past that 
legislative in ten t is n ot as importan t as 
to what the voters thought they were 
votin g on . 
A Rhodes aide, Fred Rice, delivered 
a four-paragraph n ews release on the 
issue to n ewsmen later in the day. 
Rhodes said he felt Brown , in 
rejectin g the petition s, acted “because 
of his con scien tious con cern as to the 
in terpretation of the con stitution al 
provision regardin g the n umber of 
terms of govern or.” 
“I shall have n o further statemen t 
un til after the Supreme Court of Ohio 
has spoken in this m atter,” Rhodes 
said. 
It is expected to be several mon ths 
before the issue is resolved. Brown has 
28 days to reply to the action Rhodes 
lodged.

Democrat. When the issue came to 
public atten tion , the attorn ey gen eral 
said he felt Rhodes could n ot run . 
“Over my dead body,” he replied 
when a n ewsman asked if he could.

On ly some person n el with 
special skills will be shipped over to 
help in U.S. withdrawal, Defen se 
Secretary Melvin R. I,aird an n oun ced. 


Un der the war-en din g pact to be 
sign ed in Paris Saturday, all U.S. 
forces are to be pulled out of South 
Vietn am within 60 days of the in ­ 
tern ation ally supervised cease-fire 
that will go in to effect at 7 p.m. EST 
Saturday. 


In Ottaw a, 
Foreign Secretary 
Mitchell Sharp of Can ada, on e of four 
coun tries slated to help police the 
cease-fire, said the first con tin gen t of 
C an ada’s observer force will be 
headin g for the scen e right after the 
sign in g. 
From Han oi came word that Nguyen 
Duy Trin h, North Vietn am’s foreign 
min ister, is en route to Paris to join his 
Washin gton , Saigon an d Viet Con g 
coun terparts in Saturday’s formal 
con clusion of the agreemen t.

PO W s To Receive Pam phlet 


O f Slang, Past New s Events 


WASHINGTON (AP) - “Hey, big 
daddy,” says a Pen tagon pamphlet for 
return in g prison ers of war, “when 
your youn g son or daughter comes to 
you an d says, ‘Do you dig?’ you can 
say, ‘Lay it on me dude, an d right on .’” 
The pamphlet is a diction ary of slan g 
expression s to help POWs—some of 
whom haven ’t been home in eight 
years—un derstan d the lan guage of to­ 
day’s youth. 
The head of a household, advises the 
pamphlet, is “big daddy.” Bein g high 
on either drugs or alcohol is “blasted,” 
while to focus atten tion on somethin g 
is to “tun e in .” 
“'Phis is a part of the lan guage an d 
the slan g bein g used by the youth of 
today—your son s an d daughters,” 
says the pamphlet. 
The POWs also can be expected to be 
un aware that American s first lan ded 
on the moon July 20,19 69 ; that Richard 
Nixon was elected in 1968 an d re­ 
elected in 1972, or that “U.S. in fan try 
troops en tered the South Vietn amese 
village of Son g My (My Lai) in March 
1968 an d murdered 450 civilian s.” 
Summaries such as the latter are 
in cluded in the pamphlet to brin g the 
prison ers up to date on major even ts, 
sports highlights an d deaths of 
promin en t in dividuals sin ce 1965. 
The pamphlets will be han ded out to 
the POWs as they arrive at Clark Field 


in the Phillipin es, first stop on the way 
home. 
A Pen tagon spokesman said the 
n ews summary is “n ot man datory 
readin g” an d in “n o way in ten ds to 
man age the n ews.” 
“Some of these guys are goin g to be 
out of touch with curren t even ts an d 
recen t history an d this is just an other 
way to brin g them up to date,” the 
spokesman said. 


N ation Bids Final Farewell To Lyndon Baines Johnson 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The n ation ’s 
capital said farewell today to Lyn don 
B. John son in the Con gress he served 
for 23 years an d the church he atten ded 
as the 36th Presiden t. 
“The years will tx* lon ely without 
him,” eulogized a close frien d, Marvin 
Watson , min utes before the coffin was 
carried off to burial in the Texas hill 
coun try. 
But first, in radian t sun shin e, it was 
born e from the halls of his beloved 
Con gress to four bursts of “Ruffles an d 
Flourishes” an d “Hail to the Chief” 
from a Coast Guard han d as some 2,000 
people stood in total silen ce on the 
Capitol groun ds. 
Then , at the Nation al City Christian 
Church, came a fin al tribute from 
W atson , tht* late P resid en t’s ap­ 
poin tmen ts secretary, an d the rector, 
Dr. George Davis. 
Watson spoke of John son ’s “devotion 
to his coun try” an d his “restrain t in 


the uses of power,” while Davis said 
“for him, religion was life.” 
ladybird John son sat in a fron t-row 
seat, touchin g her eye on ce with a 
han dkerchief. Alon gside were the 
John son daughters, Luei an d Lyn da; 
their husban ds, Patrick Nugen t an d 
Charles Robb; an d gran dson Patrick 
Lyn don Nugen t. The 5-year-old boy 
fidgeted. His father smoothed his hair. 
I » residen t Nixon an d his wife Pat sat 
on an aisle. 
Through the lon g n ight the coffin had 
lain in the Capitol Rotun da, between 
the House, where John son served a 
Texas district from 1937 to 1949, an d 
the Sen ate, where he sat from 1949 to 
1960 an d over which he presided as 
vice presiden t un til 1963. 
John son died Mon day at his Texas 
ran ch at the age of 64. 
Thousan ds of ordin ary American s, 
man y of them dressed casually, 
drifted past the coffin to say goodby. 


Mrs. John son , smilin g seren ely an d 
her head held high, walked 15 paces 
behin d, followed by the rest of the 
former Presiden t’s family. Little Pat­ 
rick Nugen t raised his han d to his 
forehead in salute, blin kin g his eyes in 
the sun . Nin e years ago, an other small 
lx>y, John John , offered a similar salute 
at the fun eral of his father, Presiden t 
John F. Ken n edy. 
The military pallbearers eased the 
eol fin through the rear of a hearse for 
the halfmile drive to the church. 
In side the packed church sat 
members of Con gress an d Supreme 
Court 
justices, black 
civil 
rights 
leaders, Mrs. Mamie Eisen hower, the 
Nixon 
daughters, 
Sen . 
George 
McGovern , Robert G (Bobby) Baker, 
former Japan ese 
lYemier 
Eisaku 
Sato, Robert S. McNamara a cross- 
section 
of 
frien ds 
an d 
official 
acquain tan ces. 
Followin g the service the coffin was 


carried from the church to the strain s 
of “America, the Beautiful.” The proc­ 
ession stopped for “Hail to the (Tiief 
Then as the coffin was born e to the 
hearse 
Mrs. 
John son 
an d 
her 
daughters said gcxxlby to Presiden t 
an d Mrs. Nixon . 
Momen ts later, the motorcade began 
a fin al passage through Washin gton 
streets an d on to An drews Air Force 
Base in suburban Marylan d where an 
Air Force jet would carry the coffin 
an d the family home to Texas for the 
aftern oon burial. 
John son ’s 
silvery, 
flag-draped 
casket had been lain upon the Lin coln 
catafalque at the Gapitol after a 
Wedn esday aftern oon procession that 
began n ear the other lan dmark of his 
power, the White House. 
Mourn ers had lin ed the march route 
five an d ten deep as John son was born e 
in stately military splen dor up Con ­ 
stitution Aven ue Wedn esday. Even 


greater n umbers, perhaps an even tual 
30,000 filed somberly past his bier 
followin g a brief, solemn ceremon y 
marked by the presen ce of his old col­ 
leagues in the Sen ate an d dozen s of 
other dign itaries. 
I Ye side n t Nixon , who on ly hours 
txdore had proclaimed the Vietn am 
peace which had eluded John son so 
lon g, rode in the state procession 
behin d the horse-drawn caisson . In side 
the Capitol, he took Mrs. John son ’s 
arm 
as she heard her 
husban d 
eulogized as a man “whose ambition 
for himself was n othin g compared to 
his ambition for America.” 
“He gave me on e guidin g prin ciple,” 
said J.J. Pickle, John son ’s home 
con gressman . “He said, -‘When you 
vote, vote for the people.’” 
Throughout, Mrs. John son remain ed 
impressively composed, stayin g to 
greet person ally all the official guests 
an d frequen tly man agin g a warm 


smile. On ly when that task 
was 
completed did she apply a white 
han dkerchief to her glisten in g eyes. 
But daughter I Aid Nugen t, always 
the most outwardly emotion al of tht* 
John son women , frequen tly had to 
fight back her tears, as did several 
person s who came through. 
Even after the former first lady an d 
the rest of the family had left to spen d 
the n ight at Blair House just across 
Pen n sylvan ia Aven ue from a more 
familiar white on e—the two double 
lin es, 
movin g 
deliberately 
but 
steadily, con tin ued to grow. 
It was at the Capitol that John son 
started his lon g rise to power. He 
became, at age 22, an aide to a 
con gressman in 1931. Six years later lie 
was a con gressman himself. He en ­ 
tered the Sen ate m 1949 an d remain ed 
there un til he became vice presiden t tn 
1961 an d presiden t a thousan d « lays 
later.

W orst Ever 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Spu rred by 
a bu rgeoning economy , the U.S. trade 
deficit totaled $6 .4 billion in 19 72, three 
times the 1971 figu re and the worst in 
history . 
The 
Com m erce 
D epartm ent 
reported Wednesday that imports last 
y ear totaled $55.5 billion, u p from $45.5 
billion in 1971, and ex ports amou nted 
to $49 .1 billion, compared with $43.5 
billion a y ear earlier. 
A trade deficit occu rs when the v alu e 
of foreign imports ex ceeds the v alu e of 
ex ports. 
The 1971 deficit was $2 billion, and 
19 71 and 1972 marked the only two 
times in the 20th Centu ry that the 
United States has shown a trade 
deficit. 
The Commerce Department gav e 
sev eral relsbns for the imbalance, the 
first being the steady improv ement in 
the U.S. economy , which makes the 
cou ntry an attractiv e market for the 
world’s commodities. 
Another reason, the department 
said, was the dev alu ation of the dollar, 
which made foreign goods more ex ­ 
pensiv e in the United States. 
Usu ally , this is offset by the fact that 
U.S. goods are cheaper and su b­ 
sequ ently pu rchased more, bu t the 
Commerce D epartm ent said the 
dev alu ation failed to hav e the effect of 
slowing down imports becau se of the 
booming U.S. economy . 
One of the prim e goals of the Nix on 
ad m inistration’s 
new 
economic 
policies annou nced in Au gu st 1971 was 
to 
tu rn 
arou nd 
the 
balance 
of 
pay ments. Officials said Wednesday 
they hope the dev alu ation will start to 
cau se U.S. consu mers to limit pu r­ 
chases of foreign-made goods in 1973. 
The largest trade deficit was with 
Japan, more than $4 billion. The deficit 
with Canada w as $2 billion, officials 
said. The United States also had a $750- 
million deficit with Western Eu rope 
after a 1971 su rplu s, and for the first 
tim e bou ght m ore than it sold to the 
dev eloping cou ntries.

Many of the domestic program s and 
agencies by which the 36 th president 
hoped to abolish pov erty and rebu ild 
the ghettos are sentenced to death or 
dism em berm ent u nder 
President 
Nix on’s bu dget ax . 
Gov ernment sou rces said priv ately 
the Office of Economic Opportu nity , 
conceiv ed by Johnson as a major 
weapon of his “war on pov erty ,” wou ld 
be broken u p and its remaining fu nc­ 
tions shifted to other agencies if 
Congress concu rs. 
Nix on’s fiscal 1974 bu dget message, 
ready for deliv ery to Congress on 
Monday , reportedly will call for total 
ou tlay s of arou nd $268 billion or $269 
billion. 
That wou ld be a relativ ely small 
increase from this y ear’s $250-billion 
targ et, considering econom ic and 
popu lation growth and the fact that de­ 
fense spending may rise despite the 
peace agreement in Vietnam. 
Holding down the bu dget is made 
possible, officials said, by Nix on’s 
heav y ax work on fu nds for hou sing, 
health, edu cation and social programs, 
su bsidized pu blic-serv ice jobs, work 
training and commu nity serv ices. 
Some of the targeted programs, su ch 
as the R u ral Electrification Ad­ 
ministration, date back to Franklin 
Roosev elt's New Deal, bu t many of the 
hou sing and 
u rban program s are 
legacies of the “Great Society ” hopes 
of the man who was being bu ried today 
in his nativ e Tex as. 
An 18 -month moratoriu m on new 
approv als of su bsidized hou sing for 
low-income families was annou nced 
Jan. 5 by the Department of Hou sing 
and Urban Dev elopment. The bu dget 
reportedly will prov ide no fu nds for 
new approv als in fiscal 19 74, starting 
Ju ly 1.

Costs Rise 
In December 


WASHINGTON ( AP) 
Higher 
prices for eggs, fresh vegetables and 
household services pushed up the cost 
of living by 0,3 per cent last month, 
giving the nation a 3 4 {«*r cent rate of 
inflation in 1072, the same as 1071. 
The l-dsir De pit rime nt's Bureau of 
Iitbor Statistics reported today the 
consumer price index went up to 127.3 
f»er cent of the 1067 average, meaning 
that it cost consumers $12.73 to buy the 
same basket of goods that $10 bought in 
1067. 
But the December increase was 
figured at only 0,2 per cent wlien tlie 
department subtracted the usual 
seasonal influences from the statistics. 
On a seasonally adjusted basis, fotx] 
prices showed 
no change over 
November. But they went up by a 
sharp 0.5 per cent on an unadjusted 
basis. 
The BI*S issued an indirect warning 
that the January index will show 
sharply higher food prices. Wholesale 
[rices of food went up sharply in 
December, but not all of the impact 
was reflected in the December Con­ 
sumer Price Index. 
The BLS said price information for 
two indexes is collected at different 
time of the month, adding that there is 
generally 
a 
time 
lag 
between 
wholesale price increases and their 
reflection at the retail level. In ad­ 
dition, it said, not all wholesale price 
increases are passed on to the con­ 
sumer.

Why Mondale? Or even, Who’s 
Mondale? And frankly, why should his 
name be figuring in talk about the 
Democratic Presidential nomination 
in 1976. 
I think I know the reason, but still, on 
the face of it Sen. Walter Mondale is 
certainly no political superstar. He is 
43 and has been in the Senate since 
1964, when Governor Karl Rolvaag 
appointed him to fill Hubert Hum­ 
phrey’s seat. Mondale has worked 
hard in the Senate in an inconspicuous 
way, interesting himself in things like 
financial aid for students, rural 
development, open housing, and 
consumer protection. He says he wants 
to repeal Taft-Hartley, and he has in 
fact cultivated organized labor. It’s all 
orthodoxly liberal in a low-keyed way, 
but nothing in this performance would 
suggest 
that 
he 
is 
especially 
Presidential. He hardly bestrides the 
political world like a colossus. He has, 
in fact, litUe or no national reputation, 
no experience in foreign affairs. An 
educated European would not know 
whether “ Mondale” was a person or a 
place. 
Still, there may be a deeper, even 
half-conscious emotion underlying the 
Mondale-in-’76 phenomenon, and

precisely in his negative qualities. He 
is, for instance, not Teddy Kennedy. 
And beyond that he is, though im­ 
peccably liberal, as they say, not 
associated in any way with the zany 
themes and events of ¿he 1960s. He has 
not, to anyone’s knowledge, been seen 
in the company of Gloria Steinem. His 
friends do not seem to wear blue 
sunglasses or visit Dr. Max Jacobson.

Are women who smoke as prone to 
heart attacks as men? I am amazed by 
the number of girls in my high school 
class who are already pack^a-day 
smokers. 
As a teacher, I would like to give 
them accurate information on this 
subject. 
Miss J.K .,Pa. 
Dear Miss K.; 
More and more evidence is coming 
to light that women today are paying a 
penalty for the marked increase in 
cigarette smoking during the last 25 
years. The frequency of sudden heart 
attacks and strokes in such women is 
undoubtedly increasing. 
There are, of course, other factors 
besides cigarettes in the production of 
heart attacks. Emotional stress and 
tension are known to be significant in 
causing heart attacks in men. 
Modern liberated women are taking 
on more and more jobs that previously 
were held down by men. Consequently 
they, too, are subject to all the stresses 
and strains of their occupation. In» 
addition, they have the responsibility 
of raising 
children and 
handling 
problems within the home. 
Obesity and unrecognized high blood 
pressure add markedly to the greater 
frequency of heart attacks in women. 
It is astonishing to me that, despite 
all the health compaigns, so many 
parents are still complacent about the 
fact that their pseudo-sophisticated 
child is smoking an “ occasional” 
cigarette. 
Young girls and boys “ graduate” 
quickly from that “ occasional” 
cigarette to the pack-a-day habit long 
before they graduate from high school. 


Our child’s eye was completely 


destroyed within minutes after he 
received a new toy. 
We are extremely cautious about 
examining all toys, but just could not 
get to this one before he did. 
Is there no way that such a ghastly 
experience can be prevented? Why 
should parents have to bear the total 
responsibility of such inspection? 
Mr. and Mrs. H.U.,Va. 
Dear Mr. and Mrs. U.: 
Your experience 
is 
indeed 
a 
catastrophic one. Unfortunately, a 
variation of this kind of accident 
happens to thousands of children each 
year. 
It is odd that Christmas gifts, so 
anxiously anticipated by children, 
should carry with them such a threat 
to health. 
It is well known that emergency 
rooms all over the country do a 
thriving, flourishing business at 
Christmas time when more than half of 
all the year’s toy production is bought. 
Already, the sad statistics of ac­ 
cidents and injury are being ac­ 
cumulated for the 1972 Christmas 
season. 
The most extensive effort is now 
being made by government agencies, 
parent groups, and the toy industry 
itself to stop the production and 
distribution of unsafe toys. 
The Federal Drug Administration 
has a Bureau of Product Safety to ban 
toys as hazardous. 
Unfortunately, 
there are still legal restrictions that 
prevent some selfish manufacturers 
from being punished or put out of 
business. 
Parents alone cannot be expected to 
recognize all the hidden traps and 
dangers of toys that are given to their 
children.

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NEW YORK (A P) - Corporate 
management, in a generic sense, 
reacts with more 
assurance 
and 
unanimity to challenges of an ex­ 
panding economy than to a recession 
or shrink situation, a study just 
completed suggests. 
In more “ normal” times, which 
have come to mean prosperity, you 
can predict just about what age group 
will supply the next corporate top man. 
Most likely he will be 7 to 12 years 
younger than the outgoing boss. 
After studying leadership changes in 
three recessions since the early 1950s, 
Dr. Eugene Jennings of Michigan 
State University concludes 
that 
companies react to the relatively 
unfamiliar stress of bad times by: 
1. Putting older men in the top spot, 
the intention seemingly being to utilize 
his experience and industry knowhow 
to get back on a track that will best 
protect it from the economic elements. 
2. Putting younger men in the top 
spot, the intention apparently being to 
encourage innovation in areas that the 
rest of the industry may be over­ 
looking. 
The pattern shows up consistently 
and with amazing clarity. As Jennings 
puts it: “ Rebels and conformists in a 
shrink economy pop out in bold relief.” 
In the '50s and ’60s, for example, 
about 8 per cent of chief executive 
appointments were 15 years or more 
younger than their predecessors. But 
during recessions the percentage dou­ 
bled. 
In the same two decades, again only 
8 per cent of the top spots were filled by 
men five years younger oi older than 
the departing boss; in other words, by 
comparatively older executives. In 
recessions, that rate also doubles. 
At the same time, the number of 
appointments coming from the middle- 
age ranges shrinks appreciably. 
All this makes Jennings, whose 
statistical studies of corporate per­ 
sonnel patterns have led to numerous 
books and have made him widely 


sought as a management adviser, just 
a bit apprehensive. 
He sees corporate management as 
being forceful and assured in periods 
of expansion, but he questions its 
ability to deal as effectively with 
recessions. 
“ We are apt to have agreement on 
what kind of manager we want in a 
growth situation,” he said, “ but we 
disagree violently on who is the best 
manager in a shrink economy. We fall 
apart ideologically when it comes to 
paring the fat.” 
Prosperity, he indicated, has cost 
the nation some of its management 
ideology. We no longer know who is the 
good manager for recession’s chal­ 
lenges and so we experiment with 
youth-ideas and age-experience.

3, 1964, the big 
I’ex an who had su cceeded to the 
presidency when John F, Kennedy was 
assassinated, won tlw* White Hou se in 
his own right in what u ntil 1972 was the 
biggest election landslide in history , 
The 36th IYesident of the United 
States spent most of Flection Day 
resting at the sprawling LBJ Ranch on 
the Pedernalea Riv er in Blanco 
Cou nty , Tex , That night, he trav eled a 
familiar HO miles into Au stin to await 
the retu rns and to celebrate with old 
friends in the historic, fading Dr is kill 
Hotel. 
That little patch o f Tex as in which 
Ly ndo n J o hnso n passed this trium­ 
phant day o nce was so inho spitable 
that ev en the Co mmanches wo uldn’t 
liv e there. 
“ It is unrelenting co untry ,” Ijidy 
Bird J o hnso n said o f that land. “ And 
Ly ndo n is unrelenting, to o .” 
“ The land where I was bo rn,” the 
IYesident to ld his co untry men o ne 
night, "was o nce barren land. The 
angular hills were co v ered with scrub 
cedar and a few large liv e o aks. 
“ Little wo uld gro w in that harsh 
caliche so il o f my co untry . And each 
spring the Pedernales Riv er wo uld 
flo o d o ur v alley .” 
There, in Blanco Co unty , Ly ndo n 
J o hnso n had been bo rn 56 y ear earlier. 
There, he grew to manho o d and 
watched it change, and later he wo uld 
ex ercise his o wn po litical skill to make 
it change ev en mo re. 
“ Men came,” he said, “ and they 
wo rked and they endured and they 
built. And to night that co untry is 
abundant; abundant with fruit and 
cattle and go ats and sheep, and there 
are pleasant ho mes and lakes and the 
flo o ds are go ne....” 
Harsh, rugged land. But it pro duced 
a 
Ly ndo n 
J o hnso n— 
po werful 
legislato r, president, millio naire many 
times o v er. 
His “ Daddy ,” Sam Ealy J o hnso n 
J r., was a farmer, o ften o n the edge o f 
po v erty . But he was a state legislato r, 
to o , and y o ung Ly ndo n go t an early 
taste o f po litics. Years later, as that 
mo mento us Electio n Day drew near, 
he wo uld reminisce abo ut it. 
“ It was here,” he to ld a cro wd at 
Austin, the state capital, 
“ as 
a 
barefo o t bo y aro und my daddy ’s desk 
in that great hall o f the Ho use o f 
Representativ es, where he serv ed fo r 
six terms and my grandfather serv ed 
ahead o f him, that I first learned that 
go v ernment is no t an enemy o f the 
peo ple. It is the peo ple ...” 
His mo ther, kno wn to all in tho se 
parts as “ Miz” J o hnso n, was Rebekah 
Baines J o hnso n, a deeply religio us 
Baptist wo man who se dev o tio n to her 
eldest so n was ex ceeded o nly by his fo r 
her. 
The gangly y o uth left high scho o l at 
15, wo rked his way to Califo rnia in a 
Mo del-T Fo rd, came ho me bro ke, and 
was finally prev ailed upo n by his 
mo ther to go to co llege. He wo rked his 
way thro ugh So uthwest Tex as State 
Teachers Co llege at San Marco s and 
was graduated at 22. 
The first o f his nearly 4 0 y ears in 
Washingto n was 1931v He came to the 
capital as the secretary — to p aide — 
to Rep. Richard Kleberg, arch-co n­ 
serv ativ e part o wner o f the v ast King 
Ranch. 
Kleberg, absent much o f the time, 
left J o hnso n to mind the o ffice. At the 
age o f 23—in his first term with the 
co ngressman—J o hnso n was elected 
speaker o f the “ little Co ngress,” an 
asso ciatio n o f assistants to senato rs 
and representativ es. 
Recalling the surprise that greeted 
his v icto ry , J o hnso n’s bro ther, Sam 
Ho usto n, J o hnso n said in his bo o k, 
“ Had they kno wn him better, had they 
ev er o bserv ed his innate ability to

on Congress a catalogu e of str engths 
and weaknesses based on hou rs of 
socializing with aides and members 
alike 
Ir. a 2Us, Ly ndon Baines Johnson 
su ccessiv ely wooed and won Clau dia 
Alta “Uidy Bird” Tay lor, a dark­ 
haired, qu ick-minded Tex as girl, and 
Franklin Delano 
Roosev elt, 
the 
IYesident of the United States. With 
slight v ariations, he gav e them lx >th 
“the Johnson treatm ent,” proposing to 
lady Bird the day after meeting her, 
backing FDR on what may be the most 
ill-adv ised legislativ e stratagem ev er 
demised by a president. 
He married Uidy Bird Nov . 17, 1934, 
in San Antonio, and the m arriage 
lasted u ntil the end of his life. The 
alliance with Roosev elt took a little 
longer. It began three y ears later in 
Tex as’ 19th Congressional District and 
lasted u ntil FDR’s death in April 1945. 
“He was ju st like a daddy to me 
alway s,” Rep. Johnson said u pon the 
lYesident's death, pu ffing a cigarette 
in a holder, the way Roosev elt had 
done. 
Johnson had left Kleberg’s office 


after fou r profitable y ears to become 
with 
the 
sponsorship 
of 
Sam 
Ray bu rn the Tex as state director of 
the New Deal’s National You th Ad­ 
ministration, He was the y ou ngest 
state administrator of NYA in the 
cou ntry , anti ran it u ntil the death in 
1937 of Hep James Bu chanan, T he 28- 
y ear-old Johnson became one of sev en 
candidates to su cceed Bu chanan in a 
special election. 
In Washington, Roosev elt was in 
trou ble. * Fresh from his landslide 
v ictory ov er Repu blican Alfred M. 
I .an don, bu t fru strated in sev eral of his 
New Deal v entu res by the Su preme 
Cou rt, Roosev elt sent to Congress his 
now-fainou s “cou rt-packing plan.” It 
wou ld hav e allowed him to enlarge the 
high cou rt and pack it with sy m­ 
pathetic ju stices. It was doomed to 
defeat. 


Most Democrats, opposed to the plan 
bu t fearfu l of bu cking a popu lar 
president, took no pu blic stand. Bu t 
Ly ndon Johnson, campaigning at a 
cy clonic pace in Tex as, proclaimed 
himself 100 per cent an FDR man and 
backed the cou rt plan withou t reser­ 
v ation. 


He won both the special election and 
the u ndy ing fav or of I he IYesident, 
who 
inv ited 
him 
aboard 
the 
presidential cru iser in the Gu lf of 
Mex ico the nex t day . 
“ If y ou ev er hav e any trou ble getting 
things for y ou r district,” FDR told 
Johnson, “ju st come straight to the 
White Hou se and talk to Tommy Cor­ 
coran or Sam Roscnrnan 
“ I’ll tell 
them to take good care of y ou .” 
1 />ng-needed flood-control projects 
and ru ral electrification came qu ickly 
to Johnson’s district. 
As a congressman, Johnson con­ 
tinu ed to cu ltiv ate the sou rces of fx >wer 
in 
Washington 
Roosev elt, 
Sam 
Ray bu rn, and Carl Vinson, chairman 
of the Hou se Nav al Affairs later 
Armed Serv ices Committee. 
While holding to his popu list roots, 
he gradu ally dev eloped essential ties 
to Tex as’ booming oil indu stry . It was 
not long before he set his cap on the 
U.S. Senate. He ran in 1941 and, al­ 
thou gh leading with 96 per cent of the 
v ote reported, lost to W. I,ee “ Pappy ” 
O'Daniei on some “ late retu rns” from 
border precincts. 
Sev en y ears later, after repeated re- 


election to the Hou se, Johnson tried 
again, He coped with the v astness of 
his nativ e state by introdu cing a 
helicopter to his campaign In a ru noff 
prim ary against Dix iecrat Coke 
Stev enson, Johnson emerged a winner 
hy 8 7 v otes With legal assistance from 
a close friend in Washington named 
Alx * Fortas, Johnson tu rned bark a 
cou rt challenge and became a senator 
at the age of 40, 
Johnson qu ickly m astered the 
mechanics of senator ship Ou twardly 
ebu llient, hu t elaborately deferential 
to his Senate elders, in line with ex - 
pected behav ior, he was soon accepted 
into the inner circle and dev eloped an 
intimate relationship with the most 
powerfu l of 
senators-—Georgia’s 
Richard Ru ssell. After the ou tbreak of 
the Korean war, Ru ssell appointed 
Johnson chairman of a special su b­ 
committee to 
inv estigate 
military 
preparedness. Johnson's loy alty to 
Roosev elt did 
not ex tend to the 
Democrat who su cceeded him, Harry 
Tru man, and Johnson gained national 
prominence throu gh blistering attacks 
on the Tru m an administration’s 
handling of the war.

going 
into 
administration, 
education or government, rather than 
into patient care,” he said. Statistics 
showed that of 14,499 Ohio medical 
doctors nearly 2,000 were in rion- 
patient fields. 


Family doctors are in greatest 
demand. Of the physicians in Ohio, 
3,400 are “ specialists” , 4,000 “ surgical 
specialists,” 
3,600 
in 
“ other” 
categories, and 2,651 are listed as 
General Practitioners. 
Ohio’s patient-doctor ratio is about 
800-to-1, compared to a national ratio 
of 700-to-l. Dr Shultz said the state 
must import doctors from other states 
to replace those retiring or dying. 
Although Ohio medical schools 
graduate nearly 2,000 physicians a 
year many do not practice in the state. 
Shultz said, “ We’ll be a debtor state 
in physicians until 1975.” 
By then, Shultz said graduates from 
the new medical school at Toledo 
should provide an equilibrium. 
Proposals for additional medical 
schools at Dayton, and in the Canton- 
Akron, Youngstown area, are now 
before the legislature. 
But the problem is not so much with 
numbers of physicians, but with 
“ distribution” Shultz said. Cuyahoga 
county lists 499 doctors, while Vinton 
Omnty struggles to keep its one, he 
said. 
Again, it’s a consideration of health, 
said Dr. Rudy. 
“ Doctors don’t practice in rural 
areas because they know they’d get 
killed,” he said. “ If six doctors were to 


join together and go into a community, 
they might make it. Any less than that 
and they’d he physical and emotional 
wrecks in six months,” he said. 
Years ago, a lone country doctor 
could make a 
100-mih* area feel 
protected and cared for. Now, not only 
are people demanding more medical 
care, hut for more reasons. 
“ A lot of the problems doctors treat 
today are related to pressures- aches, 
pains, headaches, tension. It’s the 
impact of living with the whole world . 
.. and it’s this that brings more people 
to doctors,” Shultz said, 
A. Milton Cohen, president of the 
Ohio Pharmacy Board, attributed the 
run on doctors not to more illness, but 
more “ health condousness” and to 


“ third party systems of paying for 
medical care,” 
The cure now—pay later syndrome 
has tended to make people feel easier 
about going to a doctor, he said. 
No matter why they come, Dr. Kudy 
feels a loyalty to “ his” patients. After 
eight years in a practice he said he is 
neither ashamed of his financial 
success, nor his hard-line on number of 
patients, 
“ It’s a tragedy that some people who 
really need a doctor can’t find one - 
and those who have a physician can 
see him regularly for the smallest of 
problems,” he said, 
“ But even if every doctor agreed to 
take every patient, there would be: 
those who would still be left out.”

settlem ent to the war They knew that 
such a settlem ent would inevitably 
have to give political recognition to the 
Viet Cong, the inheritors in South 
Vietnam of the revolutionary legacy of 
Ho Chi Mmh. 
The Viet Cong today is not the 
people’s arm y that crippled Saigon’s 
forces 
in 
1965 
and 
brought 
the 
Americans into the war. Seven y ears 
of bloody fighting have decimated the 
proud battalions and torn the web of 
infra struc ture th at once th readed 
through every village in the country . 
Documents captured this past y ear 
indicate clearly that the Communist 
leadership’s first order of business will 
lx * to rebuild the old underground, 
C om m unist forces currently a re 
credited with holding about half the 
territory of South Vietnam but only 
around 10 per cent of the population. 
Some ex perts, rem em bering 
the 
legendary organizational prowess of 
the Viet Cong, would concede them 25 
l>er cent of the vote in a free election. 
But this is nowhere near enough 
support to grasp power legally . 
Thieu is well aw are of the Viet Cong 
hopes. He reportedly has deploy ed his 
forces to frustrate them . Numerous 
firefights and incidents can be ex - 
|H*cted in the first months of the cease­ 
fire, p a rtic ula rly in the vaguely 
defined contested regions. 
The continued presence of m ajor 
North Vietnamese units in the south 
presumably would be im portant for 
Viet Cong m orale, and a source of 
supplies and 
training, 
particularly 
with the lines of communications 
stretching directly to Hanoi. 
Given the proven tenacity of the Viet 
Cong and the North Vietnamese, the 
C om m unists can be ex pected to 
gradually build upon the base territory 
legally given them under the accords. 
It will be a new ex perience for the 
furtive guerrillas to appear publicly 
for the first time in 15 y ears without 
fear of death or capture a t the hands of 
Saigon troops. 
But while this grassroots Communist 
ex pansion will be a source of conflict, 
it would seem to pose no im mediate 
threat to the Thieu government. Some 
ex perts see the Communists waiting 
five y ears or more before making their 
decisive move. It could well take them 
that long to build an adequate base. 
A more im mediate threat to Thieu’s 
anticom m unist governm ent com es 
from the neutralist, unarm ed political 
center. 
It is here that the political in­ 
clinations of the average South Viet­ 
namese seem to point. 
The Viet Cong had lost its grip on the 
population, 
but Saigon 
never 
did 
succeed in filling the power vacuum. 
The best laid plans to win the people 
were constantly frustrated. 
By early 1972 Thieu was assum ing 
ever-increasing dic ta toria l pow ers, 
but he was giving his people a stability 
they had not seen in 10 y ears. Then the 
North Vietnamese m ilitary offensive 
hit, and more than a million people 
who had been promised security from 
attack were fleeing on the highway s. 


As long as the war was being fought, 
’Thieu could enforce his emergency 
decrees. Political prisoners of all hues 
lu'gan filling the prisons. 
But now the cease-fire is imminent. 
The accords apparently provide for the 
establishm ent of a tripartite national 
council of National Reconstruction and 
Concord, composed of representatives 
selected by Saigon, the Viet Cong, and 
South V ietnam ese neutra lists. No 
m atter how limited the powers of this 
organization, it will be a platform of 
sorts for comment on the political 
situation 
There is every prospect that the 
divergent political and religious 
factions in the cities will become in­ 


creasingly active when the cease-fire 
starts. With his political base still 
narrow and resting essentially on his 
emergency war p ow e iI h ie u is likely 
to have great difficulty in keeping 
order in the streets. 
Within six months after the cease­ 
fire, some observers forecast, Ihieu 
may have to step down to make way 
for a neutralist-minded general, or a 
civilian leader. It seems certain that 
the Viet Cong and the North Viet­ 
namese will encourage the neutralists. 
If Thieu was ousted it would not neces­ 
sarily Ik* of any immediate benefit to 
the heirs of Ho Chi Mmh. But it would 
be another, interim, step in their goal 
of dominating South Vietnam.

Tiny O h io Town Spared M o re W ar Victims 


atik 
Hospital 


BF.ALUSVILLR, Ohio (AP) - This 
small town of 472, nestled in the 
southeastern valleys of Ohio, has 
breathed a sigh of relief, She will no 
longer have to climb the cemetery hill 
to bury another son among her seven 
Vietnam War victims already there. 
One of every 67 of her residents died 
in action in Vietnam, 
“ I guess everybody was glad,” Fire 
Chief Charlie Brock said. “ We’re not 
gonna lose any more boys there. 
There’s just so many boys that were 
killed from here.” 
Brock referred to what is probably 
the highest per capita 1ms of men in 
Vietnam for any town in the United 
States, 
When Beallsville’s fifth casualty 
came in March, 1969, the Pentagon 
was requested to exempt the town’s 
men from combat. The five had been 
schoolmates. It was a heavy harvest. 
The request was denied. 


After the sixth was killed, town 
residents decided to construct a 
monument to their soldiers. The 
modest tribute, in the hillside 
cemetery, reads, “ In honor of those 
who served,,.” 
“ We had maybe 60 or 70 over there 
(Vietnam),” Terry Hickman, chair­ 
man of the memorial committee, said. 
He was glad to hear the cease fire 
news, 
“I’m pretty well convinced the 
bombing and blockades ... brought the 
North Vietnamese to their knees,” he 
said. “ But it’s not gonna heal the 
wounds of a lot of families,” 
l/>nnie Decker is a Beallsville son 
who returned from the war. He fought 
in 1966-67 and was wounded in the 
central highlands, He feels that 
somehow his efforts in the war were 
worthwhile. Yet the end result was not 
exactly what he wanted to see. 
“Hell no. we didn’t win any war. It 


was 
mostly 
a 
game.

were 
restrained too much,” lie said. He 
wanted to see an about victory. 
“The whole country has learned one 
hell of a lesson. I hope we don't stick 
our noses out like that again,” he said, 
.Should tin* U.S. be asked to help a

But “ let’s go ahead and do it the 
right way,” he said strongly. 
When the small monument was 
erect«! in the cemetery, town officials 
hesitated in listing the names of the 
dead. Then-mayor Ben Gramlich said 
since the war was still going on, 
someone’s name might be overlooked 
and there would bo hurt feelings. 
Now the names can tie listed. 
Southeastern Ohio is not unfamiliar 
with the great tolls the Vietnam War 
took. Vinton County, smallest and

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)-The new 
legislature, which was supposed to 
move out to a good start and quit after 
six months, seems to be spinning its 
wheels a bit. 
A legislative seminar will suspend 
committee activity next week and 
delay the start of work on the ad­ 
ministration’s $9.7 billion budget until 
Feb. 6, at the earliest. 
Gov. John Gilligan submitted the 
budget Jan. 17. Budgets usually take 
several months to pass. 
Chairman Myrl Shoemaker of the 
House Finance Committee, which will 
begin hearings on the budget, has been 
considering the administration’s $92.3 
million revenue sharing bill. 
He hoped to get it out of committee 
this week, but he said Tuesday: “ They 
want to move it along, but I don’t see 
how we can do it on the schedule 
they’ve given me.” 
The chairman noted there have been 
unavoidable delays, including a day of 
mourning Thursday in observance of 
funeral services for former President 
Lyndon Johnson. 


Shoemaker, I >-88 Bourneville, had 
expected to complete action that day 
on the revenue sharing bill which 
would allocate the $92,3 million mostly 
for capital improvements in the up­ 
coming biennium. “ Now, I don’t see 
how we can,” he said. 
Both chambers held routine floor 
sessions Tuesday, during which six 
more bills were received. Sen. Ronald 
Mottl, D-24 Parma, introduced a three- 
bill package to adopt a uniform 
probate code to reduce lawyers’ fees 
and speed settlement of estates in 
Ohio, he said. 
In the House, Reps. George Mastics, 
R-3 Cleveland, and James Celebrezze, 
D-4 Cleveland, introduced a divorce 
reform bill to allow the granting of 
decrees in the absence of customary 
grounds if a court felt it in the best 
interest of children or family.

Employment, Building 


The 
possibility

sharing 
a radiologist with other area hospitals 
was presented Wednesday evening to 
the board of directors of Berger 
Hospital. 
Administrator John Reid informed 
the board that he was investigating a 
possible plan to share a full time 
radiologist with one or more area 
hospitals. At present, a radiologist 
comes from Columbus three days a 
week to handle acumulated business. 
The board approved three new 
doctors on the hospital staff. Two 
doctors from India currently employed 
at the Chillicothe VA hospital were 
granted courtesy staff privileges to 
assist Dr. Bacon in the emergency 
room during the week. They are Dr. 
Trasannakumar Singri and Dr. Rame 
Gangadharappa. 
A Chillicothe opthalmologist, Dr. 
Naresh Parikh, was voted active staff 
privileges as an eye surgeon. 
The administrator presented figures 
for 1972 hospital business. The hospital 
was able to operate at an average 
expense per day per patient of $86.17. 
This is the hospital’s cost of salaries 
and operating expenses and it is $1.02 
less than the average figure for 1971. 
Total patient days at the hospital 
was 14,486, an increase of 229 over 1971. 
Salaries paid by the hospital to em­ 
ployes during the year was $590,424. 
One area showing a decrease in 
business was obstetrics who handled 
434 births. In 1971, the hospital handled 
453 births. 
In all other areas, the laboratory, X- 
ray and emergency — an increase was 


noted. Emergency room saw 9,170 
patients during the past year. In 1971 
the figure was 8,843. 
laboratory work increased 13.1 per 
cent and X-ray reported a 15.3 per cent 
rise.

COLUMBUS,Ohio (AP) — The issue 
whether former Gov. Jam es Rhodes 
can run again was in the hands of the 
Ohio Supreme Court today.

Brown to put his name on the May, 
1974, primary ballot. The action was 
lodged minutes after Brown’s rejec­ 
tion of Rhodes’ candidacy petitions.

WASHINGTON (AP) - With a 
Vietnam cease-fire fast approaching, 
major participants are hurrying to 
gird for a complicated peace set­ 
tlement and the uncertain days that lie 
ahead. 
In Washington, the Pentagon issued 
a stop order late Wednesday on vir­ 
tually all pending movements of GIS to 
Vietnam. Only some personnel with 
special skills will be shipped over to 
help in U.S. withdrawal, Defense 
Secretary Melvin R. I^aird announced. 


Under the war-ending pact to be 
signed in Paris Saturday, all U.S. 
forces are to be pulled out of South 
Vietnam within 60 days of the in­ 
ternationally supervised cease-fire 
that will go into effect at 7 p.m. EST 
Saturday. 


In Ottawa, 
Foreign Secretary 
Mitchell Sharp of Canada, one of four 
countries slated to help police the 
cease-fire, said the first contingent of 
C anada’s observer force will be 
heading for the scene right after the 
signing. 
From Hanoi came word that Nguyen 
Duy Trinh, North Vietnam’s foreign 
minister, is en route to Paris to join his 
Washington, Saigon and Viet Cong 
counterparts in Saturday’s formal 
conclusion of the agreement. 
Secretary of State William P. Rogers 
plans to leave for the French capital 
Friday. 
The fast-moving diplomatic and 
military moves fit into the intricate 
scenario set forth Wednesday in a 12- 
page peace agreement, plus four side 
accords, made public by Washington 
and Hanoi.

Indochina—587 servicemen and 51 
civilians by U.S. count—are to be set 
free within 60 days of the cease-fire as 
the 23,000 GIS in South Vietnam are 
brought home.

—Any reunification of Vietnam is to 
come about only through peaceful 
means, not the use of force.

into a new, peaceful relationship with 
North Vietnam.

Control Commission of 1,160 men will 
supervise the truce deal.

POWS To Receive Pamphlet 


O f Slang, Past News Events 


WASHINGTON (AP) — “Hey, big 
daddy,” says a Pentagon pamphlet for 
returning prisoners of war, “when 
your young son or daughter comes to 
you and says, ‘Do you dig?’ you can 
say, ‘Lay it on me dude, and right on.’” 
The pamphlet is a dictionary of slang 
expressions to help POWs—some of 
whom haven’t been home in eight 
years—understand the language of to­ 
day’s youth. 
The head of a household, advises the 
pamphlet, is “big daddy.” Being high 
on either drugs or alcohol is “blasted,” 
while to focus attention on something 
is to “tune in.” 
“This is a part of the language and 
the slang being used by the youth of 
today—your sons and daughters,” 
says the pamphlet. 
The POWs also can be expected to be 
unaware that Americans first landed 
on the moon July 20,1969; that Richard 
Nixon was elected in 1968 and re­ 
elected in 1972, or that “U.S. infantry 
troops entered the South Vietnamese 
village of Song My (My Lai) in March 
1968 and murdered 450 civilians.” 
Summaries such as the latter are 
included in the pamphlet to bring the 
prisoners up to date on m ajor events, 
sports highlights and deaths of 
prominent individuals since 1965. 
The pamphlets will be handed out to 
the POWs as they arrive at Clark Field 


in the Phillipines, first stop on the way 
home. 
A Pentagon spokesman said the 
news summary is “not mandatory 
reading” and in “no way intends to 
manage the news.” 
“Some of these guys are going to be 
out of touch with current events and 
recent history and this is just another 
way to bring them up to date,” the 
spokesman said. 


Nation Bids Final Farewell To Lyndon Baines Johnson 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The nation’s 
capital said farewell today to Lyndon 
B. Johnson in the Congress he served 
for 23 years and the church he attended 
as the; 36th President. 
“The years will be lonely without 
him,” eulogized a close friend, Marvin 
Watson, minutes before the coffin was 
carried off to burial in the Texas hill 
country. 
But first, in radiant sunshine, it was 
borne from the halls of his beloved 
Congress to four bursts of “Ruffles and 
Flourishes” and “Hail to the Chief” 
from a Coast Guard band as some 2,000 
people stood in total silence on the 
Capitol grounds. 
Then, at the National City Christian 
Church, came a final tribute from 
Watson, the late P resid en t’s ap­ 
pointments secretary, and the rector, 
Dr. George Davis. 
Watson spoke of Johnson’s “devotion 
to his country” and his “restraint in 


the uses of power,” while Davis said 
“for him, religion was life.” 
ladybird Johnson sat in a front-row 
seat, touching her eye once with a 
handkerchief. Alongside were the 
Johnson daughters, Luci and Lynda; 
their husbands, Patrick Nugent and 
Charles Robb; and grandson Patrick 
Lyndon Nugent. The 5-year-old boy 
fidgeted. His father smoothed his hair. 
President Nixon and his wife Pat silt 
on an aisle. 
Through the long night the coffin had 
lain in the Capitol Rotunda, between 
the House, where Johnson served a 
Texas district from 1937 to 1949, and 
the Senate, where he sat from 1949 to 
1960 and over which he presided as 
vice president until 1963. 
Johnson died Monday at his Texas 
ranch at the age of 64. 
Thousands of ordinary Americans, 
m any of them dressed casually, 
drifted past the coffin to say goodby. 


Mrs. Johnson, smiling serenely and 
her head held high, walked 15 paces 
behind, followed by the rest of the 
former President’s family. Little Pat­ 
rick Nugent raised his hand to his 
forehead in salute, blinking his eyes in 
the sun. Nine years ago, another small 
boy, John John, offered a similar salute 
at the funeral of his father, President 
John F. Kennedy. 
The military pallbearers eased the 
coffin through the rear of a hearse for 
the halfmile drive to the church. 
Inside the packed church sat 
members of Congress and Supreme 
Court justices, 
black 
civil 
rights 
leaders, Mrs. Mamie Eisenhower, the 
Nixon 
daughters, 
Sen. 
George 
McGovern, Robert (I. (Bobby) Baker, 
former Japanese

and

acquaintances. 
Following the service the coffin was 


carried from the church to the strains 
of “America, the Beautiful.” The proc­ 
ession stopped for “Hail to the Chief.”

daughters said goodby to President 
and Mrs. Nixon. 
Moments later, the motorcade began 
a final passage through Washington 
streets and on to Andrews Air Force 
Base in suburban Maryland where an 
Air Force jet would carry the coffin 
and the family home to Texas for the 
afternoon burial. 
Johnson’s 
silvery, 
flag-draped 
casket had been lain upon die Lincoln 
catafalque at the Capitol after a 
Wednesday afternoon procession that 
began near the other landmark of his 
power, the White House. 
Mourners had lined the march route 
five and ten deep as Johnson was borne 
in stately military splendor up Con­ 
stitution Avenue Wednesday. Even 


greater numbers, perhaps an eventual 
30,(HK) filed somberly past his bier 
following a brief, solemn ceremony 
marked by the presence of his old col­ 
leagues in the Senate and dozens of 
other dignitaries. 
President Nixon, who only hours 
before had proclaimed the Vietnam 
peace which had eluded Johnson so 
long, rode in tile state procession 
behind the horse-drawn caisson. Inside 
the Capitol, he took Mrs. Johnson's 
arm 
as she heard her 
husband 
eulogized as a man “whose ambition 
for himself was nothing compared to 
his ambition for America.” 
“He gave me one guiding principle,” 
said J.J. 
Pickle, Johnson’s home 
congressman. “He said, ‘When you 
vote, vote for the people.’” 
Throughout, Mrs. Johnson remained 
impressively composed, staying to 
greet personally all the official guests 
and frequently managing a warm 


smile. Only when that task 
was 
completed did she apply a white 
handkerchief to her glistening eyes. 
But daughter Luci Nugent, always 
the most outwardly emotional of the 
Johnson women, frequently had to 
fight back her tears, as did several 
persons who came through. 
Even after the former first lady and 
the rest of the family liad left to spend 
die night at Blair House just across 
Pennsylvania Avenue from a more 
familiar white one the two double 
lines, 
moving 
deliberately 
but 
steadily, continued to grow. 
It was at the Capitol that Johnson 
started his long rise* to power. He 
became, at age 22, an aide to a 
congressman in 1931. Six years later he 
was a congressman himself. He en­ 
tered the Senate in 1949 and remained 
there until he became vice president in 
1961 and president a thousand days 
later.

United States 
Trade Deficit 
Worst Ever 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Spurred by 
a burgeoning economy, the U.S. trade 
deficit totaled $6.4 billion in 1972, three 
times the 1971 figure and the worst in 
history. 
The 
Commerce 
D epartm ent 
reported Wednesday that imports last 
year totaled $55.5 billion, up from $45.5 
billion in 1971, and exports amounted 
to $49.1 billion, compared with $43.5 
billion a year earlier. 
A trade deficit occurs when the value 
of foreign imports exceeds the value of 
exports. 
The 1971 deficit was $2 billion, and 
1971 and 1972 marked the only two 
times in the 20th Century that the 
United States has shown a trade 
deficit. 
The Commerce Department gave 
several reasons for the imbalance, the 
first being the steady improvement in 
the U.S. economy, which makes the 
country an attractive m arket for the 
world’s commodities. 
Another reason, the department 
said, was the devaluation of the dollar, 
which made foreign goods more ex­ 
pensive in the United States. 
Usually, this is offset by the fact that 
U.S. goods are cheaper and sub­ 
sequently purchased more, but the 
Com m erce D epartm ent said the 
devaluation failed to have the effect of 
slowing down imports because of the 
booming U.S. economy. 
One of the prime goals of the Nixon 
ad m in istratio n ’s 
new 
economic 
policies announced in August 1971 was 
to 
turn 
around 
the 
balance 
of 
payments. Officials said Wednesday 
they hope the devaluation will start to 
cause U.S. consumers to limit pur­ 
chases of foreign-made goods in 1973. 
The largest trade deficit was with 
Japan, more than $4 billion. The deficit 
with Canada was $2 billion, officials 
said. The United States also had a $750- 
million deficit with Western Europe 
after a 1971 surplus, and for the first 
time bought more than it sold to the 
developing countries.

Briton's Repayment Aids 
Beleaguered Florida Couple 


ST. PETERSBURG, Flu. (AP) - 
Thirty-two 
years 
ago, 
Vincent 
•Paddy” Byrne of London was an 
inmate of a Nazi prisoner of war camp 
near Frankfurt, suffering wounds in 
both shoulders. 
“ It was dreary there — dark and 
dreary for me — and then came a 
parcel,” Byrne recalls. “It was the 
first sunshine that had come into my 
life in months. 
“All I thought then was that these 
good people certainly have hearts of 
gold. And they sent some of that gold to 
m e.” 
The tiny tin of cookies and candy 
from the St. Petersburg, Fla., Red 
Cross remained only a memory for the 
former Royal Air Force man until last 
week, when his wife spotted a story in 
the Times of london. 
It told of Howard Thomas of St. 
Petersburg, who says he plans to 
divorce his dying wife so she will be 
entitled to state aid to pay nursing 
home costs he cannot afford. 
Ruth Thomas, 45, who married 
Thomas at the age of 13 and bore him 
six children, is dying of multiple 
sclerosis. 
The newspaper account which Byrne 


read quoted Thomas, a steelworker, as 
saying: 
“If I were real poor or real rich I 
could take care of my wife. I’m going 
to get a divorce to help my wife. I love 
her, but I’m at the end of my ropes.” 
On Wednesday it was disclosed that 
Byrne had donated to a bank trust fund 
set up for Mrs. Thomas three vacant 
lots he had purchased in nearby 
Gulfport during a visit to St. Peters­ 
burg six years ago. 
Byrne, who describes himself now as 
a gentleman farmer, says he and his 
wife were familiar 
with 
the 
St. 
Petersburg area even before the Red 
Cross parcel arrived at Stalag Luft 3 so 
many years ago. 
Byrne’s brother, the late Francis 
Joseph Byrne, was a real estate man 
here and the uncle of Dr. Joseph 
Byrne, a St. Petersburg surgeon.

Budget Ax To Dismember 
M any Great Society Plans 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Much of 
what remains of the Great Society of 
Lyndon B. Johnson may not long 
survive him. 
Many of the domestic programs and 
agencies by which the 36th president 
hoped to abolish poverty and rebuild 
the ghettos are sentenced to death or 
dism em berm ent under President 
Nixon’s budget ax. 
Government sources said privately 
the Office of Economic Opportunity, 
conceived by Johnson as a major 
weapon of his “war on poverty,” would 
be broken up and its remaining func­ 
tions shifted to other agencies if 
Congress concurs. 
Nixon’s fiscal 1974 budget message, 
ready for delivery to Congress on 
Monday, reportedly will call for total 
outlays of around $268 billion or $269 
billion. 
That would be a relatively small 
increase from this year’s $250-billion 
targ et, considering economic and 
population growth and the fact that de­ 
fense spending may rise despite the 
peace agreement in Vietnam. 
Holding down the budget is made 
possible, officials said, by Nixon’s 
heavy ax work on funds for housing, 
health, education and social programs, 
subsidized public-service jobs, work 
training and community services. 
Some of the targeted programs, such 
as the Rural E lectrification Ad­ 
ministration, date back to Franklin 
Roosevelt’s New Deal, but many of the 
housing and urban programs are 
legacies of the “Great Society” hopes 
of the man who was being buried today 
in his native Texas. 
An 18-month moratorium on new 
approvals of subsidized housing for 
low-income families was announced 
Jan. 5 by the Department of Housing 
and Urban Development. The budget 
reportedly will provide no funds for 
new approvals in fiscal 1974, starting 
July I. 
Officials said the budget will reflect 
a theme of the President’s inaugural 
address last Saturday, that Americans 


henceforth can expect less from their 
governm ent: 
“ Let

remember that America was built not 
by government, but by people—not by 
welfare, but by work—not by shirking 
responsibility, 
but

Consumer 
Costs Rise 
In December 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
Higher 
prices fur eggs, fresh vegetables and 
household services pushed up the cost 
•if living by 0.3 per cent last month, 
giving the nation a 3 4 per cent rate of 
inflation in 1972, the same as 1971. 
'The I .abor D e trim en t’s Bureau of 
l-ilxir Statistics reported Unlay the 
consumer price index went up te 127.3 
j>cr cent of the 1%7 average, meaning 
that it cost consumers $12.73 to buy the 
same basket of goods that $10 bought in 
1967. 
But the December increase was 
figured at only 0.2 per cent wlien the 
departm ent subtracted the usual 
seasonal influences from the statistics. 
On a seasonally adjusted basis, food 
prices showed 
no change over 
November. But they went up by a 
sharp 0.5 per cent on an unadjusted 
basis. 
The BLS issued an indirect warning 
that the January index will show 
sharply higher food prices. Wholesale 
prices of food went up sharply in 
December, but not all of the impact 
was reflected in the December Con­ 
sumer Price Index. 
'The BLS said price information for 
two indexes is collected at different 
time of the month, adding that there is 
generally 
a 
tim e 
lag 
between 
wholesale price increases and their 
reflection at the retail level. In ad­ 
dition, it said, not all wholesale price 
increases are passed on to the con­ 
sumer.

Americans “rejoice at what appears to 
Is* the* e*nel of the* longe*st, bloodies and 
me>st agonizing war in eiur nation’s 
histery. 
“Behind us are the* lives of 50,000 
America as arni the* best years of a 
quarter million m ore who were 
seriously injured and the scars in- 
fluted em the nation by years of 
agonizing 
se lf-appraisal,” 
the 
governor said. 
“But before us is the hope for that 
long sought-after generation of peace 
in the* world,” hi* added. “'That peace 
will not come easily. It will take the ef­ 
fects elf all e>f us who believe we must 
never repe*at the* tragedy of Vietnam.” 
Gilligan called em all Ohioans to join 
in that effort. “ I jet us turn our thoughts 
and our energies to hireling up our 


wounds and dealing with the* diffie*ult 
problems which face us he*re at home,” 
he said. 
Se*n. William Saxbe, R-Ohio, who 
accused the President of “losing his 


se*nse*s” by resuming the bombing of 
North Vietnam last month, credited 
Nixon fe»r “courageously” perservmg 


“in demanding a settlement both 
honorable are! just. 


“ It is honorable,” he said, “in that it 
requires the rapid return 
of all 
American prisoners and just in that it 
recognizes the deeply held concern of 
the free Vietnamese people.”

Why Mondale? Or even, Who’s 
Mondale? And frankly, why should his 
name be figuring in talk about the 
Democratic Presidential nomination 
in 1976. 
I think I know the reason, but still, on 
the face of it Sen. Walter Mondale is 
certainly no political superstar. He is 
43 and has been in the Senate since 
1964, when Governor Karl Rolvaag 
appointed him to fill Hubert Hum­ 
phrey’s seat. Mondale has worked 
hard in the Senate in an inconspicuous 
way, interesting himself in things like 
financial aid for students, rural 
development, open housing, and 
consumer protection. He says he wants 
to repeal Taft-Hartley, and he has in 
fact cultivated organized labor. It’s all 
orthodoxy liberal in a low-keyed way, 
but nothing in this performance would 
suggest 
that 
he 
is 
especially 
Presidential. He hardly bestrides the 
political world like a colossus. He has, 
in fact, little or no national reputation, 
no experience in foreign affairs. An 
educated European would not know 
whether “Mondale” was a person or a 
place. 
Still, there may be a deeper, even 
half-conscious emotion underlying the 
Mondale-in-’76 phenomenon, and

Mondale’s real strength may lie 
precisely in his negative qualities. He 
is, for instance, not Teddy Kennedy. 
And beyond that he is, though im­ 
peccably liberal, as they say, not 
associated in any way with the zany 
themes and events of the 1960s. He has 
not, to anyone’s knowledge, been seen 
in the company (rf Gloria Steinem. His 
friends do not seem to wear blue 
sunglasses or visit Dr. Max Jacobson. 
He wants to get out of Vietnam, but he 
does not give the impression of being 
part of a “movement.” 
It seems to me that there is a 
powerful impulse working within the 
Democratic Party and even among 
down-the-line liberals to have (tone 
with anyone and anything reminiscent 
of the 1960s. Furthermore, this strikes 
me as a healthy and politically prudent 
impulse, in tune with the mood of the 
nation generally. For liberal ideas to 
have any impact, for them even to be 
listened to and judged on their merits, 
they will have to be cleansed of any 
1960s counter-culture associations. 
Any faint smell of pot, any lingering 
rock refrain, any hint of campus 
revolution, Black Pantherism, Che 
Guevara decor, radical chic and so on 
will doom the whole liberal enterprise

NEW YORK (AP) — Things a 
columnist might never know if he 
didn’t open his mail: 
One reason for the fuel crisis today is 
the sheer difficulty in keeping pace 
with civilization’s growing needs for 
power. Within the United States alone 
our use of all kinds of power has in­ 
creased twentyfold in IOO years. 
Few things depreciate quicker than 
a new car. It drops about $1,226 in 
value the first year, about $735 a year 
over a five-year period. Incidentally, if 
you are an average owner, do you 
know what your car costs? If it is a 
standard car, it costs $6.37 a day to 
operate. The average for compact 
models is $4.44, that of subcompacts 
$3.09. 
Earth isn’t in style with the times. It 
isn’t getting thinner; it is getting 
fatter. Its weight is increased by the 
addition of plant life, which turns the 
energy from sunlight into matter, and 
by the fall of some 730,000 tons of 
cosmic dust each year as we wheel 
through space. But the amount is so 
comparatively small that even the 
man in the moon probably wouldn’t be 
aware of any change in the earth’s 
silhouette through the centuries.

What should concern the 
voter is the general pattern . . . in­ 
cidents that suggest all too clearly an 
underlying trend toward reckless 
behavior, replete with elements of 
arrogance, grandiosity and an un­ 
derlying self-contempt.”

Schubert is under indictment of 
assaulting a federal officer who was at 
the money drop-off point in Allegheny 
National Forest along the Penn­ 
sylvania-New York border. 
He is to be returned to Columbus 
after his arraignment to face the 
commerce obstruction charges in U.S. 
District court. So far Schubert has de­ 
clined to enter a plea on those charges. 
Schubert has been held in Franklin 
County Jail in lieu of $75,000 bond.

Speaking Of Your Health

Are women who smoke as prone to 
heart attacks as men? I am amazed by 
the number of girls in my high school 
class who are already pack-a-day 
smokers. 
As a teacher, I would like to give 
them accurate information on this 
subject. 
Miss J.K.,Pa. 
Dear Miss K.: 
More and more evidence is coming 
to light that women today are paying a 
penalty for the marked increase in 
cigarette smoking during the last 25 
years. The frequency of sudden heart 
attacks and strokes in such women is 
undoubtedly increasing. 
There are, of course, other factors 
besides cigarettes in the production of 
heart attacks. Emotional stress and 
tension are known to be significant in 
causing heart attacks in men. 
Modern liberated women are taking 
on more and more jobs that previously 
were held down by men. Consequently 
they, too, are subject to all the stresses 
and strains al their occupation. la 
addition, they have the responsibility 
of raising children and handling 
problems within the home. 
Obesity and unrecognized high blood 
pressure add markedly to the greater 
frequency of heart attacks in women. 
It is astonishing to me that, despite 
all the health compaigns, so many 
parents are still complacent about the 
fact that their pseudo-sophisticated 
child is smoking an “occasional” 
cigarette. 
Young girls and boys “graduate” 
quickly from that “ occasional” 
cigarette to the pack-a-day habit long 
before they graduate from high school. 


Our child’s eye was completely 


destroyed within minutes after he 
received a new toy. 
We are extremely cautious about 
examining all toys, but just could not 
get to this one before he did. 
Is there no way that such a ghastly 
experience can be prevented? Why 
should parents have to bear the total 
responsibility of such inspection? 
Mr. and Mrs. H.U.,Va. 
Dear Mr. and Mrs. U.: 
Your experience is indeed 
a 
catastrophic one. Unfortunately, a 
variation of this kind of accident 
happens to thousands of children each 
year. 
It is odd that Christmas gifts, so 
anxiously anticipated by children, 
should carry with them such a threat 
to health. 
It is well known that emergency 
rooms all over the country do a 
thriving, flourishing business at 
Christmas time when more than half of 
all the year’s toy production is bought. 
Already, the sad statistics of ac­ 
cidents and injury are being ac­ 
cumulated for the 1972 Christmas 
season. 
The most extensive effort is now 
being made by government agencies, 
parent groups, and the toy industry 
itself to stop the production and 
distribution of unsafe toys. 
The Federal Drug Administration 
has a Bureau of Product Safety to ban 
toys as hazardous. Unfortunately, 
there are still legal restrictions that 
prevent some selfish manufacturers 
from being punished or put out of 
business. 
Parents alone cannot be expected to 
recognize all the hidden traps and 
dangers of toys that are given to their 
children.

NEW YORK (AP) - Corporate 
management, in a generic sense, 
reacts with more assurance and 
unanimity to challenges of an ex­ 
panding economy than to a recession 
or shrink situation, a study just 
completed suggests. 
In more “normal” times, which 
have come to mean prosperity, you 
can predict just about what age group 
will supply the next corporate top man. 
Most likely he will be 7 to 12 years 
younger than the outgoing boss. 
After studying leadership changes in 
three recessions since the early 1950s, 
Dr. Eugene Jennings of Michigan 
State University concludes that 
companies react to the relatively 
unfamiliar stress of bad times by: 
1. Putting older men in the top spot, 
the intention seemingly being to utilize 
his experience and industry knowhow 
to get back on a track that will best 
protect it from the economic elements. 
2. Putting younger men in the top 
spot, the intention apparently being to 
encourage innovation in areas that the 
rest of the industry may be over­ 
looking. 
The pattern shows up consistently 
and with amazing clarity. As Jennings 
puts it: “ Rebels and conformists in a 
shrink economy pop out in bold relief.” 
In the ’50s and ’60s, for example, 
about 8 per cent of chief executive 
appointments were 15 years or more 
younger than their predecessors. But 
during recessions the percentage dou­ 
bled. 
In the same two decades, again only 
8 per cent of the top spots were filled by 
men five years younger oi older than 
the departing bow; in other words, by 
comparatively older executives. In 
recessions, that rate also doubles. 
At the same time, the number of 
appointments coming from the middle­ 
age ranges shrinks appreciably. 
All this makes Jennings, whose 
statistical studies of corporate per­ 
sonnel patterns have led to numerous 
books and have made him widely 


sought as a management adviser, just 
a bit apprehensive. 
He sees corporate management as 
being forceful and assured in periods 
of expansion, but he questions its 
ability to deal as effectively with 
recessions. 
“We are apt to have agreement on 
what kind of manager we want in a 
growth situation,” he said, “but we 
disagree violently on who is the best 
manager in a shrink economy. We fall 
apart ideologically when it comes to 
paring the fat.” 
Prosperity, he indicated, has cost 
the nation some of its management 
ideology. We no longer know who is the 
good manager for recession’s chal­ 
lenges and so we experiment with 
youth-ideas and age-experience.

ASSOT IA TMI) PH KSS 
ll seems to me,” Lyndon Johnson 
mused on the eve of his urea test 
political triumph, “ that I have spent 
my 
life 
getting 
ready 
for 
this 
moment.” 
The next day, Nov. J, 1964, the big 
Texan who had succeeded to the 
presidency when John F. Kennedy was 
assassinated, won the White House in 
his own right in what until 1972 was the 
bluest election landslide in history. 
The 36th President of the United 
States spent most of Election Day 
resting at the sprawling L B J Kanch on 
the Pedernales River in Blanco 
County, Tex. That night, he traveled a 
familiar HO miles into Austin to await 
the returns and to celebrate with old 
friends in the historic, fading DriskiM 
Hotel. 
That little patch of Texas in which 
Lyndon Johnson passed this trium­ 
phant day once was so inhospitable 
that even the Commanches wouldn’t 
live there. 
“ It is unrelenting country,” I.ady 
Bird Johnson said of that land. “ And 
Lyndon is unrelenting, too.” 
“ The land where I was born,” the 
President told his countrymen one 
night, “ was once barren land. The 
angular hills were covered with scrub 
cedar and a few large live oaks. 
“ Little would grow in that harsh 
caliche soil of my country. And each 
spring the Pedernales River would 
flood our valley.” 
There, in Blanco County, Lyndon 
Johnson had been born 56 year earlier. 
There, he grew to manhood and 
watched it change, and later he would 
exercise his own political skill to make 
it change even more. 
“ Men came,” he said, “ and they 
worked and they endured and they 
built. And tonight that country is 
abundant; abundant with fruit and 
cattle and goats and sheep, and there 
are pleasant homes and lakes and the 
floods are gone....” 
Harsh, rugged land. But it produced 
a 
Lyndon 
Johnson— 
powerful 
legislator, president, millionaire many 
times over. 
His “ Daddy,” Sam Ealy Johnson 
Jr., was a farmer, often on the edge of 
poverty. But he was a state legislator, 
too, and young Lyndon got an early 
taste of politics. Years later, as that 
momentous Election Day drew near, 
he would reminisce about it. 
“ It was here,” he told a crowd at 
Austin, the state capital, 
“ as a 
barefoot boy around my daddy’s desk 
in that great hall of the House of 
Representatives, where he served for 
six terms and my grandfather served 
ahead of him, that I first learned that 
government is not an enemy of the 
people. It is the people....” 
His mother, known to all in those 
parts as “ Mix” Johnson, was Rebekah 
Baines Johnson, a deeply religious 
Baptist woman whose devotion to her 
eldest son was exceeded only by his for 
her. 
The gangly youth left high school at 
15, worked his way to California in a 
Model-T Ford, came home broke, and 
was finally prevailed upon by his 
mother to go to college. He worked his 
way through Southwest Texas State 
Teachers College at San Marcos and 
was graduated at 22. 
The first of his nearly 40 years in 
Washington was 1931,, He came to the 
capital as the secretary — top aide — 
to Rep. Richard Kleberg, arch-con­ 
servative part owner of the vast King 
Ranch. 
Kleberg, absent much of the time, 
left Johnson to mind the office. At the 
age of 23—in his first term with the 
congressman—Johnson was elected 
speaker of the “ little Congress,” an 
association of assistants to senators 
and representatives. 
Recalling the surprise that greeted 
his victory, Johnson’s brother, Sam 
Houston, Johnson said in his book, 
“ Had they known him better, had they 
ever observed his innate ability to 
organize 
his 
forces 
in 
a 
quiet, 
deliberate manner—always ‘pressing 
the flesh’ in a methodical approach to 
all prospective voters—had they really 
known his political instincts, no one 
would have been surprised.” 
In four years with Congressman

.t>i 2ds, Lyndon Baines Johnson 
successively wooed and won Claudia 
Alta “ Ijidy Bird” Taylor, a dark­ 
haired, quick-minded Texas girl, and 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt, the 
President of the United States. With 
slight variations, he gave them both 
“ the Johnson treatment,” proposing to 
I .ady Bird the day after meeting her, 
backing FDR on what may be the most 
ill-adviaed legislative stratagem ever 
demised by a president. 
He married I.ady Bird Nov. 17, 1934, 
in San Antonio, and the marriage 
lasted until the end of his life. The 
alliance with Roosevelt took a little 
longer. It began three years later in 
Texas’ 19th Congressional District and 
lasted until FD R’s death in April 1945. 
“ He was just like a daddy to me 
always,” Rep. Johnson said upon the 
President’s death, puffing a cigarette 
in a holder, the way Roosevelt had 
done. 
Johnson had left Kleberg’s office 


after four profitable years to become 
with 
the 
sponsorship 
of 
Sam 
Rayburn the Texas state director of 
the New Deal’s National Youth Ad­ 
ministration. He was the youngest 
state administrator of NYA in the 
country, and ran it until the death in 
1937 of Rep. James Buchanan. The 28- 
year-old Johnson became one of seven 
candidates to succeed Buchanan in a 
special election. 
In Washington, Roosevelt was in 
trouble. • Fresh from his landslide 
victory over Republican Alfred M. 
I Lindon, but frustrated in several of his 
New Deal ventures by the Supreme 
Court, Roosevelt sent to Congress his 
now-famous “ court-packing plan.” It 
would have allowed him to enlarge the 
high court and pack it with sym­ 
pathetic justices. It was doomed to 
defeat. 


Most Democrats, opposed to the plan 
but fearful of bucking a popular 
president, took no public stand. But 
Lyndon Johnson, campaigning at a 
cyclonic pace in Texas, proclaimed 
himself IOO per cent an FDR man and 
backed the court plan without reser­ 
vation. 


He won both the special election and 
the undying favor of the President, 
who 
invited 
him 
aboard 
the 
presidential cruiser rn the Gulf of 
MexiNi the next day. 
“ If you ever have any trouble getting 
things for your district,” EDR told 
Johnson, “ just come straight to the 
White House and talk to Tommy Cor­ 
coran or Sam Kosenrnan. “ I’ll tell 
them to take good care of you.” 
I ring-needed flood-control projects 
and rural electrification came quickly 
to Johnson’s district. 
As a congressman, Johnson con­ 
tinued to cultivate the sources of power 
in 
Washington—Roosevelt, 
Sam 
Rayburn, and Carl Vinson, chairman 
of the House Naval Affairs—later 
Armed Services—Committee. 
While holding ta his populist roots, 
he gradually developed essential ties 
ta Texas’ booming oil industry. It was 
not long before he set his cap on the 
U S. Senate. He ran in 1941 and, al­ 
though leading with % per cent of the 
vote reported, lost to W. I^ee “ Pappy” 
O’Damel on some “ late returns” from 
border precincts. 
Seven years later, after repeated re- 


election ta the House, Johnson tried 
again. He coped with the vastness of 
his native state by introducing a 
helicopter to his campaign. In a runoff 
prim ary against Dixiecrat Coke 
Stevenson, Johnson emerged a winner 
by 87 votes With legal assistance from 
a close friend in Washington named 
Abc Fortas, Johnson turned back a 
court challenge and became a senator 
at the age of 40. 
Johnson quickly mastered the 
mechanics of senatorship. Outwardly 
ebullient, but elaborately deferential 
ta his Senate elders, in line with ex­ 
erted behavior, he was soon accepted 
into the inner circle and developed an 
intimate relationship with the most 
powerful 
of 
senators—Georgia’s 
Richard Russell. After the outbreak of 
the Korean war, Russell appointed 
Johnson chairman of a special sub­ 
committee ta 
investigate military 
preparedness. Johnson’s loyalty ta 
Roosevelt did 
not extend ta the 
Democrat who succeeded him, Harry 
Truman, and Johnson gained national 
prominence through blistering attacks 
on the Truman administration’s 
handling of the war.

Numbers of doctors in Ohio are 
increasing in proportion to the 
population, said Dr. William Shultz, 
president of the Ohio 
Medical 
Association. 
“But what we are finding is that an 
inc reasingly large numbers of doctors 
are 
going 
into 
adm inistration, 
education or government, rather than 
into patient care,” he said. Statistics 
showed that of 14,499 Oil lo medical 
doctors nearly 2,(HH) were in non­ 
patient fields. 


Family doctors are 
in greatest 
demand. Of the physicians in Ohio, 
3,400 are “specialists” , 4,OCK) “surgical 
specialists,” 
3,600 
in 
“ other’’ 
categories, and 2,651 are listed as 
General Practitioners. 
Ohio’s patient-doctor ratio is about 
800-to-l, compared to a national ratio 
of 700-to-l. Dr. Shultz said the state 
must import doctors from other states 
to replace those retiring or dying. 
Although Ohio m edical schools 
graduate nearly 2,000 physicians a 
year many do not practice in the state. 
Shultz said, “We’ll be a debtor state 
in physicians until 1975.” 
By then, Shultz said graduates from 
the new medical school at Toledo 
should provide an equilibrium. 
FYoposals for additional medical 
schools at Dayton, and in the Canton- 
Akron, Youngstown area, are now 
before the legislature. 
But the problem is not so much with 
numbers of physicians, but with 
“distribution” Shultz said. Cuyahoga 
county lists 499 doctors, while Vinton 
County struggles to keep its one, he 
said. 
Again, it’s a coasideration of health, 
said Dr. Rudy. 
“Doctors don’t practice in rural 
areas because they know they’d get 
killed,” he said. “ If six doctors were to 


join together ami go into a community, 
they might make it. Any less than that 
and they’d Ik* physical and emotional 
wrecks in six months,” he said. 
Years ago, a lone country doctor 
could make a 
100-mile area feel 
protected and cared for. Now, not only 
are people demanding more medical 
care, hut for more reasons. 
“A lot of the problems doctors treat 
today are related to pressures fiches, 
pains, headaches, tension. It’s the 
impact of living with the whole world . 
.. and it’s this that brings more people 
to doctors,” Shultz said. 
A. Milton Cohen, president of the 
Ohio ITiarmacy Board, attributed the 
run on doctors not to more illness, but 
more “health conciousness” and to 


“third party systems of paying for 
medical care.” 
The cure now—pay later syndrome 
has tended to make people feel easier 
about going to a doctor, he said. 
No matter why they come, Dr. Rudy 
feels a loyalty to “his” patients. After 
eight years in a practice he said he is 
neither ashamed of his financial 
success, nor his hard-line on number of 
patients. 
“It’s a tragedy that some people who 
really need a doctor can’t find one— 
and those who have a physician can 
see him regularly for the smallest of 
fjroblems,” he said. 
“But even if every doctor agreed to 
take every patient, there would be 
those who would still be left out.”

The Viet Cong today is not the 
l>eople’s army that crippled Saigon’s 
forces 
in 
1965 
and 
brought 
the 
Americans into the w ar. Seven years 
of bloody fighting have decimated the 
proud battalions and torn the web of 
in frastru ctu re th a t once threaded 
through every village in the country. 
Documents captured this past year 
indicate clearly that the Communist 
leadership’s first order of business will 
l>e to rebuild the old underground. 
C om m unist fo rces cu rren tly are 
credited with holding about half the 
territory of South Vietnam but only 
around IO per cent of the population. 
Some experts, rem em bering the 
legendary organizational prowess of 
the Viet Cong, would concede them 25 
|ht cent of the vote in a free election. 
But this is nowhere near enough 
support to grasp power legally. 
Thieu is well aw are of the Viet Cong 
hopes. He reportedly has deployed his 
forces to frustrate them . Numerous 
firefights and incidents can be ex­ 
a c te d in the first m onths of the cease­ 
fire , p articu larly in the vaguely 
defined contested regions. 
The continued presence of major 
North Vietnamese units in the south 
pr€»suinably would be important for 
Viet Cong m orale, and a source of 
supplies and training, particularly 
with the lines of communications 
stretching directly to Hanoi. 
Given the proven tenacity of the Viet 
Cong and the North Vietnamese, the 
C om m unists can be expected to 
gradually build upon the base territory 
legally given them under the accords. 
It will be a new experience for the 
furtive guerrillas to appear publicly 
for the first time in 15 years without 
fear of death or capture at the hands of 
Saigon troops. 
But while this grassroots Communist 
expansion will be a source of conflict, 
it would seem to pose no immediate 
threat to the Thieu government. Some 
experts see the Communists waiting 
five years or more before making their 
decisive move. It could well take them 
that long to build an adequate base. 
A more immediate threat to Thieu’s 
anticom m unist gov ern m en t com es 
from the neutralist, unarm ed political 
center. 
It is here that the political in­ 
clinations of the average South Viet­ 
nam ese seem to point. 
The Viet Cong had lost its grip on the 
population, but 
Saigon 
never did 
succeed in filling the power vacuum. 
The best laid plans to win the people 
were constantly frustrated. 
By early 1972 Thieu was assuming 
ev er-increasing d ic ta to ria l pow ers, 
but he was giving his people a stability 
they had not seen in IO years. Then the 
N orth Vietnamese m ilitary offensive 
hit, and more than a million people 
who had been prom ised security from 
attack were fleeing on the highways. 


As long as the war was tieing fought, 
Thieu could enforce his emergency 
decrees. Political prisoners of all hues 
t>egan filling the prisons. 
But now the cease-fire is imminent. 
I ’he accords apparently provide for the 
establishm ent of a tripartite national 
council of National Reconstruction and 
Concord, composed of representatives 
selected by Saigon, the Viet (’orig, and 
South V ietnam ese n eu tra lists. No 
m atter how limited the powers of this 
organization, it will be a platform of 
sorts for comment on the political 
situation 
There is every prospect that the 
divergent political and religious 
factions in the cities will become in­ 


creasingly active when the cease-fire 
starts. With his political base still 
narrow and resting essentially on his 
emergency war |x>wers, Thieu is likely 
to have* great difficulty in keeping 
order in the* streets. 
Within six months after the cease­ 
fire, some observers forecast, Thieu 
may have to step down to make way 
for a neutralist-minded general, or a 
civilian leader, It seems certain that 
the Viet ( ’orig and the North Viet­ 
namese will encourage the neutralists. 
If Thieu was ousted it would not neces­ 
sarily In* of any immediate benefit to 
the heirs of Ho Chi Minh But it would 
Ik* another, interim , step in their goal 
of dominating South Vietnam.

House Finance Committee has agreed 
to increase state vocational education 
funding in 1973-1975 from $34.3 million, 
proposed at first by

istration, to $42.5 million. 
The agreement came 'Tuesday as the 
committee continued hearings on the 
administration bill to allocate $92.3 
million in federal revenue sharing 
funds— mostly for capital improve­ 
ments. 
Under an amendment approved by 
the committee, the Toledo School 
District would get $13 million instead 
of $9 million and the Columbus School 
District would get $12.6 million instead 
of $8.3 million. 
'The extra funds would come from

‘Open1 Coal 


COLUMBUS,

(A P )-T h e 
Columbus Municipal Light Plant has 
begun purchasing coal on the open 
m arket on an em ergency basis, 
reflecting the nationwide energy 
shortage. 
A weekly order has been placed with 
a southeastern Kentucky mining 
company for delivery of 350 tons of 
coal, plant Superintendent Howard 
Stemm said Wednesday. Stemm said 
the coal will be delivered by the finn 
until the current energy emergency is 
over. Emergency open market buying 
allows the city to get its supplies from 
any dealer in the area without com­ 
petitive bidding. 
He said the emergency is the result 
of a IO per cent cutback in the gas 
allotment for the plant by Columbia 
Gas of Ohio, Inc. The reduction forced 
the plant to rely more on its two coal 
burning boilers than its gas-fueled 
ones, Stemm said. 
As a result, he said, the plant now is 
down to an 800 ton, or ten-day supply of 
coal. Normal supply levels are for 30 
days.

B E A IX S V IIX E , Ohio (A P) - This 
small town of 472, nestled in the 
southeastern valleys of Ohio, has 
breathed a sigh of relief. She will no 
longer have to climb the cemetery hill 
to bury another son among her seven 
Vietnam War victims already there. 
One of every 67 of her residents died 
in action in Vietnam. 
“ I guess everybody was glad,” Fire 
(Thief Charlie Brock said. “ We’re not 
gonna lose any more boys there. 
There’s just so many boys that were 
killed from here.” 
Brock referred to what is probably 
the highest per capita loss of men in 
Vietnam for any town in the United 
States. 
When Beallsville’s fifth casualty 
came in March, 1969, the Pentagon 
was requested to exempt the town’s 
men from combat. The five had been 
schoolmates. It was a heavy harvest. 
The request was denied. 


After the sixth was killed, town 
residents decided to construct a 
monument to their soldiers. The 
modest tribute, 
in 
the 
hillside 
cemetery, reads, “ In honor of those 
who served...” 
“ We had maybe 60 or 70 over there 
(Vietnam),” Terry Hickman, chair­ 
man of the memorial committee, said. 
He was glad to hear the* cease fire 
news. 
‘i ’m pretty well convinced the 
bombing and blockades ... brought the 
North Vietnamese1 to their knees,” he 
said. “ But it s not gonna heal the 
wounds of a lot of families.” 
lA>nnie Decker is a Beallsville son 
who returned from the' war. He fought 
in 1966-67 and was wounded in the 
central highlands. He feels that 
somehow his efforts in the war were 
worthwhile. Yet the end result was not 
exactly what he wanted to see. 
‘Hell no. we didn’t win any war. It

restraints! too much,” In* said. He 
wanted to see an about victory. 
“ The whole e'ountry has learned one 
hell of a lesson. I hope we don’t stick 
our noses out like that again,” he said. 
Should the U.S. bt' asked to help a 
smaller nation again, Decker would bt' 
in favor. 
But “ let’s go ahead and do it the 
right way,” he said strongly. 
When the small monument was 
erected in the cemetery, town officials 
hesitated in listing the names of the 
dead. Then-mayor Ben Gramlich said 
since the war was still going on, 
someone’s name might bt* overlooked 
and there would be hurt feelings. 
Now the names can be listed. 
Southeastern Ohio is not unfamiliar 
with the great tolls the Vietnam War 
took. Vinton (’ounty, smallest and 
poorest in Ohio, lost 13 of its 9,420 resi­ 
dents. 
109th General Assembly 
Merely Spinning Wheels? 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)-The new 
legislature, which was supposed to 
move out to a good start and quit after 
six months, seems to be spinning its 
wheels a bit. 
A legislative seminar will suspend 
committee activity next week and 
delay the start of work on the ad­ 
ministration's $9.7 billion budget until 
Feb. 6, at the earliest. 
Gov. John Gilligan submitted the 
budget Jan. 17. Budgets usually take 
several months to pass. 
Chairman Myrl Shoemaker of the 
House Finance Committee, which will 
begin hearings on the budget, has been 
considering the administration’s $92.3 
million revenue sharing bill. 
He hoped to get it out of committee 
this week, but he said Tuesday: “ They 
want to move it along, but I don’t see 
how we can do it on the schedule 
they’ve given me.” 
The chairman noted there have been 
unavoidable delays, including a day of 
mourning Thursday in observance of 
funeral services for former President 
Lyndon Johnson. 


Shoemaker, D-88 Bourneville, had 
expected to complete action that day 
on the revenue sharing bill which 
would allocate the $92.3 million mostly 
for capital improvements in the up­ 
coming biennium. “ Now. I don’t see 
how we can,” he said. 
Both chambers held routine floor 
sessions Tuesday, during which six 
more bills were received. Sen. Ronald 
Mottl, D-24 Parma, introduced a three- 
bill package to adopt a uniform 
probate code to reduce lawyers’ fees 
and speed settlement of estates in 
Ohio, he said. 
In the House, Reps. George Mastics, 
R-3 Geveland, and James Celebrezze, 
D-4 Cleveland, introduced a divorce 
reform bill to allow the granting of 
decrees in the absence of customary 
grounds if a court felt it in the best 
interest of children or family. 
They also said that in marriages 
which cause husbands and wives 
mental anguish, their bill “ would let 
the court, in its wisdom, release these 
people from their imprisonment with 
each other.” 


Hospital Investigates 
Employment, Building 


The 
possibility 
of 
sharing 
a radiologist with other area hospitals 
was presented Wednesday evening to 
the board of directors of Berger 
Hospital. 
Administrator John Reid informed 
the board that he was investigating a 
possible plan to share a full time 
radiologist with one or more area 
hospitals. At present, a radiologist 
comes from Columbus three days a 
week to handle acumulated business. 
The board approved three new 
doctors on the hospital staff. Two 
doctors from India currently employed 
at the Chillicothe VA hospital were 
granted courtesy staff privileges to 
assist Dr. Bacon in the emergency 
room during the week. They are Dr. 
Trasannakulnar Singri and Dr. Kame 
Gangadharappa. 
A Chillicothe opthalmologist, Dr. 
Naresh Parikh, was voted active staff 
privileges as an eye surgeon. 
The administrator presented figures 
for 1972 hospital business. The hospital 
was able to operate at an average 
expense per day per patient of $86.17. 
This is the hospital’s cost of salaries 
and operating expenses and it is $1.02 
less than the average figure for 1971. 
Total patient days at the hospital 
was 14,486, an increase of 229 over 1971. 
Salaries paid by the hospital to em­ 
ployes during the year was $590,424. 
One area showing a decrease in 
business was obstetrics who handled 
434 births. In 1971, the hospital handled 
453 births. 
In all other areas, the laboratory, X- 
ray and emergency — an increase was 


noted. Emergency room saw 9,170 
patients during the past year. In 1971 
the figure was 8,843. 
laboratory work increased 13.1 per 
cent and X-ray reported a 15.3 per cent 
rise. 
The building and equipment com­ 
mittee made plans to meet with ar­ 
chitect Dan Carmichael and review 
drawings for the hospital addition. The 
board voted a pledge of $1,000 to 
support Mid Ohio Health Planning 
Federation.

Association here. 
According to Gilligan, the portion of 
the river from the Indiana state line to 
U.S. 24 has been classified as a scenic 
river by the state, while the portion 
from U.S. 24 to the Perrysburg- 
Maumee Bridge has been designated a 
recreational river.
